A bill is now before the Legislature and re 


ceived •ftith. favor to provide for the formi- 
tion of manufacturing and othe" corpora- 
tions. It authorizes three OP more persons 
to associate together with written articles of 
agreement to carry on manufacturing, min- 
ing or quarymg business.
